The question Is whether tha new 
government would be given full diplo¬ 
matic recognition or would be dealt 
with merely as the de facto power In 
Greece until the end of the war. Tha 
policy of tha United Htatea In all cases 
has been to treat with de facto mis¬ 
sions. At least this much would bs 
done with tha new Greek government. 
Hut If the constitutional regime should 
be re established by the Duke of Aosta 
a new question would be raised, and 
the I’nlted Htatea might be led to ex¬ 
tend full diplomatic recognition It 
was pointed out to-day that King Con¬ 
stantine had suspended tha constitu¬ 
tional order In Greece, but that the 
Uhlt*»d mates had taken no notice of 
This, not being a party to the treaty 
guaranteeing the constitution 
Determining Factor. 

If. however, the Duke of Aosta 
should restore the constitutional 
regime the United States would be call¬ 
ed en to decide whether his govern* 


can he lasting. It further points out 
that there Is no pr actical possibility of 
fitting Germany into a scheme of a 
treaty-bound peace-loving community 
until her militarist prestige has been 
leiatroyed by defeat.

Regarding the possibility of a Ger¬ 
man commerce destroyer's ability to 
escapeJnto the Atlantic ocean through 
the entente patrol In tha North Sea.
